Gentlemen: 

For some time the City has been aware of a hazardous condition existing 
with the retaining walls at the Lafayette Street railroad underpass. 

All means were pursued to try and get the railroad or State Highway to 
make repairs but discovered the retaining walls are the City's respon- 
sibility. (See Resolution attached). 

Last month the situation became so critical it was necessary for the 
Board to adopt an Emergency Resolution and proceed to have partial re- 
pairs made immediately. The Street Engineering Department contacted 
several contractors and received bids. Conrad Erection Company sub- 
mitted the low bid and with the help of Hipskind Asphalt Corporation 
made the most urgent repairs.
